MOVIES IN COLOR. 


Employing what appears to bg an adupta- 
tion of the prism grating which is used for 
,analyzing the light of the stars; the new 
Process perfected by the EKastinan. interests 
enables the veriest amateur to make moving 
pictures that will present an accurate avd 
Drilliant reproduction of all the colors of 
mature. ,The process, which at present cau 
produce only small pictures, paves the way to 
. the revolution of the movie {industry Itself, 
when pictures upon regular scale may be pre- 
sented in colors on the screen. 

It would be dificult tu predict with cer- 
tainty how far the new Invention will go in 
affecting the field of amateur photography. 
Travel and recreation and vacation tours will 
have their pleasures greatly enhauced because 
of the possibility of preserving travel scenes 
and objects in their natural colors and with 
the beauty und vivacity of action. In time, 
should the invention reach commercial prac: 
theability and be linked up with the talking 
feature, there may he offered to the movie 
patron action pictures with individuals talking, 
animals and birds beard in their proper char- 
acter and all the colors of the setting faith- 
fully reproduced. This, however, is still for 
_the future to work out. 

The process of making the color movics 
employs a film, the nunsensitized side of which 
je covered with a great number of microscopic 
lenses,of the film material, which show under 
the microscope fine transverse lines 1-669th | 
of an inch in width, The light‘rays pass 
through the color filter, are recorded upon 
these microscopic lenses and when the pro- 
jector light is cust upon them they reflect the 
original colors upon the screen. Thus there 
js literal transference of nature's colors to the 
film and back again to the screen. 

The scientists who witnessed the first éen- 
onstration of the device at the Kastman 
Jaboratory at Rochester aided in inaugurating 
one of the most important advances in 
photography that has ever been known. 


' ADULT EDUCATION. 

Adult education as understood in the edu- 
cational scheme of things, which refers to 
varios types uf extension work for the colleges 
aud universities, is something different from 
the adult education as carried on by big indus- 
tries.

In South Carolina four years ago only 1,128 
Republican votes were cast, as against 49,008 
for John, W. Davis. In Mississippi the Demo- 
crats mustered over 100,000 at the polls, while 
the Republicans. were a corporal’s guard of 
8,600. In Georgia the figures were 123,200 
and 30,300 for Democrats and Republicans, 


respectively, while in Alabama the Democratic 


vote outnumbered the Republican nearly 3 to 1. 
In Louisiana it was 4 to 1. 

The Republicans are especially optimistic 
about Florida, North Carolina and Virginia. 
This may be the year when the pot of gold is to 
be found at the end of the political rainbow, 
but the figures show that ‘the largest Republi- 
can vote ever cast in Florida was 43,720 for 
Warren GU, Harding, offset by a Democratic 
vote of 107,162. The normal Democratic ma- 
jority in North Carolina, as shown by the 
figures, is 100,000, and in Virginia, accord: 


ing to the vote, there are nearly two Democrats 


for every Republican. These figures are not 
guesswork; they are official and reliable, If 
the story which they tell is to be reversed next 
November it will be due to the greatest politi- 
cal revolution this country has ever witnessed.

Representative McLeod, of Michigan,

This issue was acute in the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States upholding the admission of evidence 
secured by tapping telephone wires, It 
illustrates but one length to which the 
state of uncertainty of the law may lead. 
The dissenting opinions of Justice Holmes 
aud Brandeis in that case leave little to be 
sald as to the pernicious effect of allowing 
evidence to be admitted in court which is 
secured by unlawful] acts. 

The wire-tapping decision bids fair to go 
down in history. It is certain that the atten 
tlou of Congress will be directed to it. The 
Supreme Court did not hold that wire tapping 
wus lawful, as many suppose, but merely held 
that evidence thus obtained was admissible, 
Wire tapping is a misdemeanor in several 
States, and there is no reason why it should 
uot be suppressed everywhere, 

The proposed bill seeks to prevent introduc- 
tlon into the Federal courts of evidence gb- 
tained by wire tapplug, or crimes or trespusses 
against persons of property, Congress cao 
establish rules of evidence tn the Federal 
courts, wud duubtiess it would be fn the public 
luterest to rule out all evidence that. Is obtained 
by criminal means. The country does not ap- 
prove of law officers breaking one law in order 
to enforce another,

Primitive memories, registered in {instinct 
which bave come down through the ages and 
which color the habits of mab more, perbaps, 
thau do ideas acquired through later cxperi- 
ence, are, after all, the bedrock of human In- 
telligence. Although these race memories are 
handicaps as well as helps io human develop- 
mont, they nevertheless represent for tbe race 
what azoilc rock does in the econumy of 
earth bullding. The theory finds advocacy 
from lrof. Hadfield, of London University, 
that even natal memories may survive in some 
individuals, 

In the background of all memory lies. the 
more or !ess defined body of common experi- 
ences from which sprout in the earliest years 
the characteristics that, crystallized in habits, 
become personality, 

Some of the Interesting cases of amazing 
memory rooted in infancy, given by the Lon- 
don psychologist, seem to carry the recoliec- 
tion of the individug] back to the very portals 
of life itself. Such instances: may need care- 
ful scrutiny to be sure they have not recefved 
their definiteness from later reflection upon 


\vague and indefinite impressions carried over 


from earliest Infancy. The case of the physi- 
clan who remembered a fire that occurred 
when he was 8 months old, the details con- 
cerning which he recited with fidelity after 
he had arrived at the age of 7, might well be 
attributed to the fact that he had heard the 
story told at a period when he was thought 
too young to understand, Of quite a different 
order {sg the case of the woman who under 
hypnotic influence revived the very eariiest. 
experiences of her babyhood, facluding those 
immediately following her birth. Yet even 
here there was probably no such thing as 
original, but derived ideas, resulting from 
subconscious meditation upon natally regis- 
tered impressions. 

Many cases of congenital aaianee are really 
instances of the individual falling successfully 
to bridge the baby stage between what William 
James styles buzzing, blooming confusion, and 
that of true’ perceptions. Prodigies are in- 
dividuals who acquired very early a bent for 
rhythm, numbers, or the like, and began ex- 
ercises in verse, music or mathematics, at the 
very beginning of coherent thought. After all, 
it may be that no one ever outgrows his baby- 
hood,

Then, standing before the Juncheon 
table decked with flowers in one of the 
finest of the city's hotels, Gene looked 
down on the faces of newspaper men 
and intimate friends who had followed 
his career from the day he entered the 
professional ranks, fresh from service 
Overseas in the Marine Corps, a mod- 
erate-sized youth unable to find a job 
anywhere else. in his ears were ring- 
ing the words the .now-haired Com- 
missioner Muldoon, erect and solid for 
al his Ba years, had just uttered, in 
awarding the heavyweight king a 
bronze trophy, “Gene Tunney, cham- 
piot. of champions ” 

Gene seemed to fight for control of 
his voice and features as he said in a 
low voice, hardly heard through the 
room, “this is the greatest moment vi! 
my lite, greater even than the night | 
won the heavyweight championship ut 
Philadelphia two yéars ago. I am retir- 
ing from that honor with reluctance.” 

Slowly and carefully, choosing nis 
words with pre-ision, the first heavy- 
weight champion to retire since Jim 
Jeffries vainly tried to put the ring be- 
hind him, went on to explain that he 
wished to leave no impression thot 
there was anything wrong in the situa- 
tion or that he felt that he was bigger 
than the game itself. As he talked his 
assurance came back to him and he 
spoke clearly and A Sorcibly. 


“] have won the | highest prize in 
boxing,” he sald. “I. have defended 
it against the man from whom ! 
won it and then against the best 
opponent a long series of elimina- 
tions could produce. i! feel now 
that 1 am entitied to give it up in 
the most graceful nner possible. 


“Every man owes ething to Nis 
profession and 1 am jnot insensible to 
the duties 1 owe ng. But 1 have 
been ten years now in' the boxing gamv, 
and | feel that ten years in such a vio- 
lent sport is sufficient. A man must 
be young to stand it and while ! feel 
that I still am young, ! wish to step out 
while 1 still am at the pinnacie.” 

Tunney then outlined a plan he has 
worked upon for som: time with Com- 
missioner Muldoon whereby his plac: 
can be filled through an. elimination 
tournament. Atrophy in the form of a 
huge four-sided cup will be piaced in 
the hands of a committee of trustees 
headed by Commissioner Muidoon and 
Tex Rickard, to be known as the “Mui- 
doon-Tunney Trophy.” The cup will 
remain in the hands of the committee 
of twenty-six, but on it will be in- 
scribed the names of each successor to 
Gene’s crown when the ptblic recog- 
nizes them as such. 

On one side of the trophy will be in- 
scribed a list of the champions dating 
from John L. Sullivan, the famous 
Boston strong boy, down to the day of 
Jack’ Dempsey. On the opposite side 
the name of the old Manassa mauler 
will head the list and under it will be 
placed Tunney’s name. Gene cxplained 
that Muldoon would accede to his plan 
only in the event that both uames be 
joined in designating the cup.

1928, Under the agreement bind- 
ing promoter and boxer, Gene al- 
ready has fought Heeney.

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| Slow Parachating Record 
Hang Up by Army Novice 


What is believed a record for slow 
parachute descents from airplanes 
was feported to the War Department 
yesterday from the Air Corps Pri- 
mary Fiying School, Brooks Field, 
Tex., the report stating a parachute 
jumper from a height of 2,000 feet, 
drifted into a rising air current 
which caused his chute to hang 
practically motionless in the air for 
2 minutes. 

His rate of descent from 2,000 feet 
averaged approximately 3 feet a sec- 
ond. The jumper was one of seven 
making their first parachute jump.

May I 
take. this. apparels to say ‘in «a 
formal way that I am very teful for 
the kind consideration whic 
— me jn the short period of time 

at I have had the honor to serve 
under you 

“I have had this step under consid- 
@ration for some time, the tender hav- 
ing been miade previous to.your coming 
Your evident interest in education and 
the prospect of such pleasant relations 
ee I feel I would have with you make 
me reluctant to leave the bureau at 
this time. 

However, I feel that the call of the 
‘presidency of a State university offers 
8M Opportunity to get back into educa- 
tational work which I can hardly afford 
to disregard.” 


Accepted With Regret. 


Replying to Dr. Tigert, Secretary 
West told him that he 
with the excellent work he had done in 
the seven years he has been Commis- 
eioner of Education. 

“Ag you know,” Secretary West wrote, 
“I have genuine regret that you decided 
‘Just prior to my appointment to the 
position of Secretary of the Interior, to 
t the presidency of the University 
orida. However, I can well under- 


volving your life -vork, and I am trans- 
mitting your resirnation t> the Presi- 
Gent, recommending its ce.” 

Dr. Tigert was born in Nashville, 
Tenn. After he was graduated from 
Vanderbilt University, he went to Ox- 
ford as a Rhodes scholar. Before he 
was appointed Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, he wes professor of psychology and 
philosophy at the University of Ken- 
tucky. He holds honorary degrees from 
Bates College, Rhode Island College.

America’s po- 
sition with respect to the compromise 
plan will in any event be made know: 
at the meeting of the preparatory 
commission, if it is not made known 
before. 
« Mr. Kellogg will naturally discuss the 
plan with American naval experts be- 
fore ‘expressing an opinion as to how it 
might affect the United States Navy 
There appéar to be some features of the 
compromise which will require muc)) 
consideration. 


Capital Ships Mentioned, 


Capital ships and combat ships over 
10,000 tons, inciuding airplane carriers. 
are subjected to limitation. but the 
Washington ,Conference haa already ac- 
complished this so that the plan of the 
French and British tn this respect ap- 
pears to be superfluous. The compro- 
mise extends the principle of limitation 
to ships below 10.000 tons when these 
vessels carry 6 or inch guns, ts Just 
how this sort of limitation can be 
worked out to the satisfacttion of ali 
the powers concerned remains as much 
of a problem as éver 

The United States has so far found 


that. in dealing with naval arms limita- 


tion it is the question of specific fig- 
ures rather than the enunciation. of 
principles or general plans that really 
counts. The Brith at Geneva, for 
example, freely récognized America’s 
claim to parity with Great Britain in 
the matter of naval] strength, but 
when it came to specifying Just what 
sizes or types of craft were to be built 
the agreement over parity vanished. 
Apparently the French and British, 
besides coming to a general junder- 
standing as to global tonnage, have de- 
cided that it ts desirable to limit the 
size of submarines but permit tbe con- 
struction of submarines up to 600 tons 
without Iimitation or restriction. 


"Opposed by U. 8, 


This meets the desires which the 
British have expressed since the time 
of the Washington conference and goes 
a long way toward protecting British 
merchant ships in time of war from 
the menace of ocean-crulsing subDma- 
rines capable of operating almost any- 
where on the high seas and having suf- 
ficient cruising radius to. accompany 
fleets in offensive operations. 

The British, with their ntimerous 
naval bases linked by comparatively 
short -distances, do not require large 
submarines of great cruising radius 
America, with her small number of 
widely separated naval bases, requires 
large submarines of great cruising fa- 
dius and would be greatly handicap 
by restrictions on the large type of sub- 
marine craft. 

The American naval experts at the 
Washington conference were virtually 
unanimous in opposing this feature of 
the British program. Reducing the size 
of submarines was admittedly a great 
advantage to the British but a distinct 
disadvantage to the United States, it 
was held. The report of the American 
naval experts, after asserting that the 
retention of an adequate submarine 
force might well mean the difference 
between victory and defeat for the 
United States in time of war, added 
“It (the advisory committee of 21 ap- 
pointed by the President) does not ap- 
prove limitation in size of submarines.” 


Must Submit Programs. 

Advance \unofficial accounts of the 
compromise agreement state that the 
powers, if they agree on a program in 
hafmony with the Franco-British plan. 
must submit ite naval building pro- 
gram five years in advance to the 
League of ‘Nations authorities. or other 
authorities, for review. Presumably 
this review would be made by the 
league or other foreign agency for the

Liberal Spending Helped 
Agents Trap Night Clabs 


New York, Aug. 1 (A.P.)—Affidavits 
and expense accounts filed tn Federal 
Court in connection with applications 
for warrants against night clubs were 
made public today, revealing in more 
detail how the prohibition agents gath- 
ered their evidence. 

For four months these agents, seit 
from Washington without even the 
knowledge of the local prohibition ad- 
migistrator’s office, frequented the 
city’s night clubs, at an estimated ex- 
pense of between $60,000 and 875,000. 
As a result of thelr investigation 136 
persons have been. indicted so far this 
week for conspiracy to v’ pe e the Vol- 
st‘-ad Act in 26 resorts. 

The expense accounts submitted with 
affidavits to Judge Hazel, of Buffalo, 
when warrants were asked for the night 
clubs, state that the agents paid 825 
a bottle for champagne at Texas Guin- 
an's Salon Royal, and .610 a pint for 
whiskey at the same place. At the 
European Club they said they bought 
whisky on some occasions at 610 a 
pint and on others at 61 a drink. 

The statetnent of Lon H. Tyson, one 
of the agents, indicated that he was 
accustomed to take his wife with him 
to the clubs assigned: to him, Agent 
John J. Mitchel generally accompany- 
ing them. His, expense account says 
that on June 98 he and his wife and 
Mitchel spent 650 for champagne at 
the Silver Slipper. 

Tyson told in his affidavit how he 
and other agents got into the good 
graces of the night club folk. He said 
he, Mitchel and Agent R. E. Herrick, 
obtained a card from a waiter in the 
Frivolity Club to an attache of Helen 
Morgan's place. This gained them en-. 
trance, but they were not served any 
“hard stuff”. until two house men had 
looked them over. They were then 
permitted to buy two bottles of ginger 
ale, a quart of champagne and a pint 
of whisky for $52.75. 

Another night, he sald, they returned 
with Mrs. Tyson and had soine drinks 
and a “light lunch” for 602.60.

Aviation is developing with breathless speed. 


On the day when the United States reduces air 
postage to 5 cents att ounce, the Azores be- 
comes the center of interest, with Capt, Frauk 
T. Courtney and party taking off for Newfound- 
land in a Dornier-Wal flying boat. and Maj. 
Ramon Franco and party about to arrive from 
Cadiz on a filght around the world in a super 
Dornier-Wal. The flight from the Azores to 
‘this continent has not yet been accomplished, 


but the reverse flight has been made several - 


times, and there is reason to believe that the 
Azores will become a regular port of call for 
Atlantic filers, 

Maj. Franco intends to fly from the Azores 
to Halifax, thence down the cuvast to Havaua 
and across to the City of Mexico, and thence 
up the Pacific Coast to Alaska and across to 
Kamchatka and Japan.

With such an {improvement ip 
safety, the last fear of the earthbound con- 
servative should be removed. 


ACCLAIM TO NOBILE. 


Italy would have been strangely recreant in 
its obligations to the man had it done other 
than give to Gen. Nobile the vote of confidence 
- which the acclaiming throngs of Rome voiced 
without measure. The government of Mus- 
solini may be counted upon to make a thorough 
investigation of the facts which led to the 
tragedy of the Arctic. Away from the at- 
mosphere of calumny created by the settled 
hostility of the Soviet government of Russia 
toward Italy and its premier, the investigation 
can be carried on impartially and with dignity.

CHAIN BRIDGE. 
Further postponement of the opening of 
Chain Bridge is announced by the officials in 


charge of the repairs upon the structure, and 


although the public js assured that travel can 


be resumed on August 10, there have been 80 
many previous disappointments that the as- 
sertion does not carry conviction. 

’ No one will question the wisdom of the 
Commissioners’ action in closng the bridge, 
even though considerable inconvenience was 
thereby caused, when it was discovered that 
danger threatened. A long delay, which may 
have been excusable but was certaigly annoy- 
ing, preceded the first step toward remedying 
the impaired condition of the bridge, and since 
then enough time has elapsed to build a new 
one. Duritg this time traffic along the Canal 
road and over the structure into Virginia has 
‘been- diverted to Lee Highway, adding to the 
congestion which already existed on that thor- 
oughfare. 

The situation was further complicated when 
the Virginia authorities decided to straighten 
and widen Lee Highway between Rosslyn and 
Cherrydale without waiting for Chain Bridge 
to be .opened, This necessitated detours of 
many miles, with utter disregard of public 
convenience.

this regrettable lack of cooperation has been. 


endured with remarkable patience.

ART OF THE CAVE MAN. 


In the very early eras, as late as thut of 
the Pleistocene, Britain was still a part ot the 
continent and the work of the sea in cutting 
through the chalk Strata that outcrop in the 
cliffs of Dover had not been accomplizhed. 
That insularity of the British people which 
was to give them institutional, economic and 
military greatuess had not been created, and 
denizens of swamp and forest, as wel] as man 
himself, were of similar type over all nortbern 
Europe. 

A striking plea for the readjustment of 


‘| ideas with respect to the ancestors of the 


ancient Britons is found in the art collection 
which Sir William Boyd Dawkins has pre- 
sented to the Manchester City Art Gallery. 
These drawings and wali paintings, cullected 
and put together by the artist, show that the 


cave man was not the half-wit that superficial 


opinion has believed. The art of these primi- 
tive men shows a type of meatality which. 
the donor of the collection asserts, places him 
high in the Seld of intelligence. The art of 
Britons was of a piece with that of their 
brethren all the way over Europe and down 
to the Strait of Gibraltar and across into 
North Africa. Simpler society of the period 
probably favored gredter uniformity of life 
habits than today, when human societies are 
but the wreckage — from the wars of 
history. 

Anthropologists assert that al itiveness 
does not imply stupidity. Our own American 
Indians have produced men with a genius for 
statecraft who, given the education, would 
have matched the Clays and the Websters, 

Toward the close of the Pleistocene period 
the cave artist appeared with his palette, and 
depicted anima) life, with some artistic tribute 
to the earth itself, the sky and the sea. Man, 
was an artist probably as early as he wa» an 
organiser. Amasing examples of difficult 
art, that of cloisonne work, which dates back

° JUGGLING WITH CREDIT. 


Credit was established through the Federa! 
Reserve system for the needs of ljegitimate 
busines# and not to ald speculation. When 
the money. market provides a surplus over 


the needs of industry, the stock exchange ‘s 


the beneficiary. Hasty withdrawals from the 
market for the needs of industry produce the 
inevitable reaction which in the past was a 
fruitful source of panics. Back of speculative 
stock, industry lies two removes; back of 
actual investment in enterprise, industry is 
It is as natural for profits 
to flow into channels of expansion as for a 
river to discharge through its mouth, but 
speculative use of funds may be likened to 
the diversions of a river delta—it ig never 
surely known just where the drift will lead. 

Anticipation of the wealth-production of the 
country through expanding business calls for 
bank credit, and as the reserve system does 
not for a moment propose to hold reserve funds 
to match every imaginable draft upon the 
future by industry, the capitalization repre- 
sented by business confidence and business 
enterprise must necessarily find restraint at the 
bank window. Restriction of credit is due 
not to a purblind view of the field for.money 
use. It is due to the fact that credit is ap- 
proaching the limit of the reserves established 
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[ie th tae' taal tose t the Federal Reserve 
system into existence. 

If the money-employing public Iikes the 
exuberance of speculation more than the prac- 
tical grind of business application, and pre- 
fers to divert credit money to tbe stock mar- 
ket rather than employ it in the slower and 
surer ways of investment in the capital goods 
of industry, then the exhaustion of the re- 
serves bears hardly upon those who come up 
against a situation such as exists at the pres- 
ent time, that of restricted credit. In vain 
the responsible banking authorities point out 
‘that the spirit of the law is violated by such 
practices, even if the letter is preserved. The 
Federal Reserve system exists for the purpose 
of stabilizing and promoting enterprise and 
not for market juggling. The jugglers dry up 
the sources of credit and the effects are widely 
spread over the entire field of industry. Here 
is an abuse that should be stopped.

THE HIGHER LIABILITY. 


In view of the vast program of building that 
is being entered. upon ig this city, it might 
be timely to suggest that all contractors be 
especially warned of their higher liability in 
respect to the security of thelr workmen.

To spank or not to spank is the problem 
that is proposed in Children, the Magasine 
for Parents. Instead of getting their honest- 
to-goodness testimonies as to: how they them- 
selves had reacted to physical castigation when 
the rod was uot spared, the magazine cites 
the expert upinions of such authorities upon 
child psychology as John B, Watson, whose 
nume is linked with behaviorism as an ap- 
proach to the study of mankind. Many other 
views are adduced from clinical and other 
specialists. The favoring opinion ts that child- 
beating should go the way of wife-beating and 
flogging in the Army and on shipboard. Dr. 
Watson, however, bolds the view that if. the 
child has already been spolled, punishment 
may be a needed corrective—a practical appll- 
cation of the trial and error theory. 

Prof. Leta Hollingsworth ywotid allow the 
rod some play in the hands of the teacher, 
believing that lack of training In a good psy- 
chological manner makes almost imperative 
a good spanking at times.

matter is in recognition of the great value of 
the trained natives for public positions, 

Those who successfully pass the examina- 
tion of the Civil Service Commission wil] be 
entitled to $40 a month from the Philippine 
government for the period of their study, the 
beneficiaries, after their postgraduate work 
in the fields of chemistry, engineering, educa- 
tion or surveying, will be obligated to give 
five years of service to the government of their 
country. Thus the islands will be benefited, 
and there will not be set up any competition 
with Americans, which would have created a 
problem of placement of the educated Filipinos 
that would be a difficult one/to solve, 

Good moral character, sound health, and 
possession of a bachelor’s degree from a col- 
lege of recognized standing are required of 
those who apply for the examination. Appli- 
cations to be received up to August 20. These

and Olympic record which was tied 
today. 


After a perfect start Weightman- 
Smith forged to the front with 
Collier in close pursult, Atkinson 
and Anderson, hurdiing ike a tan- 
dem all the way down, put on a 
great finish in which the South 
African had just enough reserve 
to stick his chest across the tape 
first.  Weightman-Smith partly 
stumbled over one hurdie and fin- 
ished fourth, while Fred Gaby, of 
England, was fifth and Dye, of the 
United States sixth.

Results of the survey show that with. 
in the, past three years a total of 23 
States have wi out “obsolete” speed 
laws, and that the “move on” signal in 
the open country, togethes with drives 
to eliminate speed traps and roadside 
courts, have done “much to facilitate 
the movement of the ever-increasing 
number of automobiles.” 


Hesse Receptive to Pian. 


Although neither Director of Traffic 
W. T. Harland, nor Assistant Director 
Maurice O. Eldridge could be reached 
last night for an expression of their 
opinions on speeding up traffic in the 
District of Columbia, Maj Edwin B. 
Hesse, superintendent of police, ap- 
peared to be receptive to the idea. 

Maj. Hesse said that while he has not 
had an opportunity to carefully con- 
sider the matter, he has felt for a long 
time that it is a question of educating 
the motoring public to the proper use 
of greater speed.

London, July 31 (A.P.).—A gift of 
$50,000 has been made by Lord Inch- 
cape to provide for others who might 
suffer from the disaster in which his 
daughter, the Hon. Elsie MacKay, per- 
ished with Capt. Walter Hinchliffe. 
They were lost.on an attempt to fly 
the Atlantic. 

The money was put at the disposal 
of Winston Churchill, chancellor of the 
exchequer. He was given absolute dis- 
cretion as to its use and he has handed 
it to the public trustee “for adminis- 
tration accordingly.” 

While Capt. Hinchliffe’s widow was 
not mentioned by name, the sum is 
understood to have: been given in re- 
sponse to her claims that there was 
moral obligation on Lord Inchcape to 
provide for her because the whole 
scheme of the flight came from Miss 
MacKay. She advanced these claims 
when Viscount and Lady Inchcape an- 
nounced a trust fund of $2,500,000 in 
memory of their daughter to be Moplied 
to reduction of the national debt. 

Mrs. Hinchliffe is about at the end 
of her resources and unless help comes 
will be obliged to leave her home, she 
said tonight. 

“Of course,” she added, “the money 
has not been given to me and there 
may be other claimants, but I do not 
see how my rights can be ignored.”

That Gambrill ts facing a hard fight 
in the next election is conceded by 
his most ardent supporters. They de- 
scribe his Republican opponent, Oliver 
Metzerott, of Hyattsville, as a “strong 
man.”

Dr. F. H. Martin, in Paris to Arrange Filming, Says 
Doctor of Future Will Have Library of Motion 
Pictures Instead of Books. 


(Special Cabie Dispatch.) 
Paris, July 31.—Ponderous books on 
medical theory are doomed to the scrap 


head and will be replaced by colored 
motion pictures, according to Dr 
Franklin H. Martin, of Chicago, director 
general and president-elect of the 
American College of Surgeons, who has 
come to Paris toSarrange for the film- 
ing of the most important operations 
for use in the world-wide surgical 
archives. 

“The doctor of the future will have a 
library of medical film instead of 
shelves of dusty volumes,” said Dr. 
Martin this afternoon. “In case he 
wants to perfcet himself in the intri- 
cacies of a mastoid operation, for ex- 
ample, he will take out the proper reel 
and start up the projector and see the 
entire operation performed on his o'vn 
screen. 

“Instead of wading through chapters 
of heavy reading he will witness the 
greatest specialist of the day perform- 
ing the operation.” 


The surgeon explained that an at- 
tempt is being made to tie up all the 
leading surgeons of all countries in a 
scheme for the production of such col- 
ored films as well as slow motion pic- 
tures showing the growth, multiplica- 
tion and death of cells in the develop- 
ment of the human body from child- 
hood to maturity, and similar phenom- 
ena with high documentary value. 

“When these films are completed,” 
he continued. “Théy are to be sub- 
mitted to a special board of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons, and after ap- 
proval are available to all surgeons. 
A dozen films, all highly technical, al- 
ready have been released, and 200 more 
are under production in the United 
States.” 

Dr. Martin hopes to succeed in the 
creation of an international board to 
supervise the productions, not only in- 
cluding technical films but also pic- 
tures almed to induce the public to 
take care of itself and submit to medi- 
cal examinations.

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GALLING LOANS CAUSES 
SHARP BREAK IN MARKET 


Loan Rates Jump and Prices 
Slump, Then Recover 
Irregularly. 


CONCERN IS WIDESPREAD 


New York, July 31 (A.P.).—Wall 
Street brokers, whose combined bor- 
rowings on stock and bond collateral 
have averaged between $4,000,000,000 
and $5,000,000,000 this year, found 
themselves temporarily pinched for 
funds when banks and large corpora- 
tlons called*between 
$60,000,000 in loans today and thoy 
forced the call money rate from 6 to 8 
per cent before their demands were 
satisfied. 


Meanwhile, stock prices advanced, 
broke sharply and then made irregular 
recovery as professional traders sought 
to make capital out of the sudden 
“squeeze” in money. Trading was un- 
usually light, total sales falling below 
1,500,000 shares, 

Call money rates invariably advance 
around the end of the month as funds 
are withdrawn from the market for 
monthly settlements, dividends and in- 
terest payments. Ordinarily, the rise 
is a gradual one as new funds are 
quickly supplied by banks to replace 
those drawn from the market, but to- 
day the rate advanced in quick guc- 
cession from 6 to 6%, 7, 744 and 8&8) 
per cent. 

The situation today was accentuated 
by the heavy withdrawals of cash by 
holders of American Telephone & 
Telegraph stock whose “rights” to sub- 
scribe to .$185,000,000 additional stock 
expire tomorrcw.

wish to pay in full at this time. Un- 
like many other large corporations, 
these funds are not temporarily em- 
ployed tn the call money market, but 
invested in short term securities until 
needed. 

Unusually sharp fluctuations in the 
call money market on recent settlement 
dates have aroused widespread concern 
in Wall Street, and have led to sugges- 
tions of organized efforts to control the 
situation. Whereas years ago the banks 
were the principal lenders in the call 
market, 
large corporations and insurance com- 
panies with a tremendous supply otf 
surplus funds. Instead of leaving these 
funds on deposit in the banks, where 
they draw a small rate of interest, the 
corporations lend directly on brokers’ 
collateral at a rate that has averaged 
better than 5 per cent in recent months 
Banks or money brokers through whon 
these loans are placed charge only a 
small commission for their service.

The members of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, who will render 
the decision in the case, have begun a 
study of the petitions asking for a sus- 
pension of the proposed higher freight 
rate on Southern bituminous coal com- 
ing into Washington, it was learned 
yesterday.

The process, which at present can 
produce only small pictures, paves the way to 
the revolution of the movie industry itself, 
wheu pictures upon regular scale may be pre- 
sented in colors on the screen. 

It would be difficult to predict with cer- 
tainty how far the new ‘invention will go in 
affecting the field of amateur photography. 
Travel and recreation and vacation tours will 
have their pleasures greatly enhauced because 
of the possibility of preserving travel scenes 
and objects in their natural colors and with 
the beauty and vivacity of action. In time, 
should the invention reach commercial prac- 
ticability and be linked up with the talking 
feature, there may be offered to the movie 
patron action pictures with individuals talking, 
animals and birds heard in their proper char- 
acter and all the colors of the setting faith- 
fully reproduced. This, however, is still for 
the future to work out. 

The process of making the color movies 
employs a film, the nonsensitized side of which 
is covered with a great number of microscopic 
lenses of the film material, which show under 
the microscope fine transverse lines 1-559th 
of an inch in width. The light rays pass 
through the color filter, are recorded upon 
these microscopic lenSes and when the pro- 
jector light is cast upon them they reflect the 
original colors upon the screen. Thus there 
is literal transference of nature’s colors to the 
film and back again to the screen. 

The scientists who witnessed the first dem- 
onstration of. the device at the Eastman 
laboratory at Rochester aided in inaugurating 
one of the most important advances in 
photography that has ever been known.

ADULT EDUCATION. 


Adult education as understood in the edu- 
cational scheme of things, which refers to 
various types of extension work for the colleges 
and universities, is something different from 
the adult education as carried on by big indus- 
tries. There is probably as much work of 
education carried on today within the indus- 
tries as there is outside of them. One of the 
concerns which has carried adult education to 
a point of science, urged by necessity, is the 
Edison interests. The extension of all forms 
of applied electricity has made necessary the 
schooling of the executives and employes in 
the enterprise so that every man in his place 
may have full advantage of the 9 word as 
it bears upon him. a 

So much that was cared for jin \technica! 
and trade publications now has to be cared 

for systematically by education within)the in- 
dustry. In addition to educational projects as 
_ such there is the related work of caring for. 
personnel and welfare. For these there must 
be corps of trained specialists. So that, in 
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university. It is not rare, in fact, for univer- 
sities to draft industrial men whose fine and 
accurate comprehension of the technique of 
the craft has made them specialists beyond 
anything that the schools, unaided by the 
laboratory, could have produced. 

lt is futile to place the one kind of educa- 
tion over against the other and suy whether 
the industry or the college is the more serv- 
iceable teacher. Many of those taught in.the 
universities yet need to go to school in the 
crafts, and many of those well schooled in the 
crafts. are too narrowly specialized in com- 
parison with the more liberally cultured prod- 
uct of the lecture room.

TEXAS AND THE SOLID SOUTH. 


The publicity committee of the Republican 
campaign, with an agility and enterprise that 
denote extreme fidelity to the duty with which 
it is entrusted, is engaged in painting beauti- 
ful pictures upon the political horizon, It 
has already claimed enough States for Hoover 
to elect him by a stubstantial majority. It 
needs only a moment of cool reflection, how- 
ever, to realize that there may be a vast dif- 
ference between midsummer prophecies and 
the figures that are to be tabulated in the 
cold gray dawn of the morning after election 
day. 

No ove is misled by these roseate predic- 
tious, in which judgment is swayed by indi- 
vidual preference, no matter whether they are 
uttered by one political party or the other. 
There has not, as yet, been any real precipita- 
tion of political’sentiment, and no one can tell 
what may happen between now and next No- 
vember. Consequently, there is no convincing 
force in the statements now so industriously 
circulated, and some of them are, to say the 
least, open to question.

In Mississippi the Demo- 
crats mustered over 100,000 at the polls, while 
the Republicans were a corporal’s guard of 
8,500. In Georgia the figures were 123,20? 
and 30,300 for Democrats and Republicans, 
respectively, while in Alabama the Democratic 
vote outnumbered the Republican nearly 3 to 1. 
In Louisiana it was 4 to 1. 

The Republicans are especially optimistic 
about Florida, North Carolina and Virginia. 
This may be the year when the pot of gold ts to 
be found at the end of the political rainbow, 
but the figures show that the largest Republi- 
can vote ever cast in Florida was 43,720 for 
Warren G. Harding, offset a Democratic 
vote of 107,162. The normal Democratic ma- 
jority in North Carolina, as shown by the 
figures, is 100,000, and in Virginia, accord- 
ing to the vote, there are nearly two Democrats 
Kiepublican.

Association of Colored Women, at 
Twelfth and O streets northwest, was 
dedicated yesterday, virtually all of the 
\sessions of the convention being given 
/over to promotion of the drive to ef- 
fect its establishment. Mrs. Julia 
West Hamilton, president of the Wash- 
ington and Vicinity Federation, was 
repeatedly the recipient of elaborate 
praise for the program of the session 
which had been worked out by her or- 
ganization as hostesses. 

Reminiscences of the national asso- 
elation were given by Mrs’ Elizabeth 
Carter, president si the Northeastern 
Federation of Colored Wcmen; Miss 
Hallie Q. Brown, a former president of 
the national body; Miss Nannie H. 
Burroughs, who made _ arrangements 
for purchase of headqvarters here, and 
Mrs. Mary M. Bethune, the association 
president, who introduced Mrs. Mary 
Church Terrell, first president of the 
association, as principal speaker at the 
dedicatory exercises. 

Mrs. Terrell spoke o1 the nature of 
self-respect engendered in the associa- 
tion membership by purchase of a 
home of its own, which she dedicated 
to the highest ideals of womanhood, 
to truth, to childhood of the negro 
race, to justice and freedom and 
equal opportunity, to negro woman- 
hood everywhere, and to the motto of 
the national association, “Lifting As 
We Climb.” The prayer of consecra- 
tion was said by Bishop E. D W. Jones 
of the African Methodist Episcopal 
Zion Church. 


Headquarters Keys Presented, 


At this point Mrs. Bethune sum- 
moned five regional presidents, .who, 
with hands Joined, were presented with 
the key to the headquarters by Mrs. 
Janie Porter Barrett, of Virginia. These 
presidents were Mrs. Minnie Scott, of 
the Central Federation; Mrs. Ora B. 
Stokes, Southeastern Féderation; Mrs. 
Elizabeth Carter, Northeastern Feder- 
ation; Mrs. Emily Overall, Southwest- 
ern Federation, and Mrs. Jessie Sam- 
uels, Northwestern Federation. Mrs. 
Stokes made the response for this group. 

Young negro women were represent- 
ed by Charlotte Hawkins Brown. Others 
who spoke were Mrs. W. T. B. Will- 
sams, Of Tuskegee Institute, first re- 
cording secretary of the association; 
Mrs. Rebecca Styles Taylor, of Georgia, 
who first opened the headquarters here; 
Mrs. Daisy Lampkin, of Pittsburgh, 
chairman of the transportation com- 
mittee, and Mrs. Maggie L. Walker, 
Richmond banker, who presented the 
headquarters with $500. 

At a meeting last night in the Metro- 
politan Church more than $5,000 was 
reported by various State organizations 
for completion of purchase of the head- 
quarters. A musical program, the 
singing of selected portions of the ora- 
torio, “Hiawatha,” by the S. Coleridge 
Taylor Choral Society, 75 voices, was 
conducted by A. H. Johnson, director 
of music in public schools of divisions 
10 to 13.

tributed that only Dummy’s Ace will

FEVERS THAT HANG ON 
IN CHILDREN. 


ANY children run mild fevers 
M that hang on for a long time. 

Some have fever for a while and 
they are free for a while, and then they 
have fever again. Some of these chil- 
dren have fever for months at a stretcn. 
The physician, as a rule, finds no cause 
and eventually tells the mother to quit 
using her thermometer and let the 
fever wear itself out The child is 
usually somewhat pale and maybe is a 
little undernourished and nervous. Ex- 
amination shows no definite organic 
diseasew The attending physician is 
certain that some infection lies at the 
back of the trouble. He suspects infec- 
tion with tubercle bacillus, but he can 
not settle the question. He may tell the 
mother so, but he adds that the child 
will be able to throw off the infection 
or, at any rate, in time will cause it to 
become latent.

More of them 
rise with the cream than fall with 
the sediment or remain in the body 
of the milk. Souring of milk or cream 
tends to destroy them. Fresh butter 
made from sweet cream contains more 
of them than butter made from sour 
cream None of a large number of 
samples of market butter contained the 
bacillus, are, in part, to pasteurization” 
of milk and in part to the souring of 
creame. A large number of market 
cheeses were also found free from the 
bacillus. Pasteurizing milk was found 
to kill the bacillus.

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U. S. Oil Company, Ousted 
By Spain, Faces Big Loss 


French and American Interests Place Value of Hold- 
ings at $30,000,000—Likely to Get Small Price 


for Properties 


Expropriated. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Paris, July 31.—Despite diplomatic 
protests, oll companies of the United 
States, France and Great Britain, those 
three countries which formerly. oper- 
ated in Spain, are facing severe losses 
as a result of a forced exodus from 
that country under the new govern- 
ment’s oll monopoly. 

The French and American companies, 
which stand to be the heaviest losers, 
estimate the value of their Spanish 
holdings at $30,000,000, They have 
waited for a year for the repayment of 
losses promised at the time of ex- 
propriation. The Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey is the principle American 
company concerned and five French 
companies share {ts claim. 

The British interests are small. Ac- 
cording to Roaul Massardy, who, as 
the Paris representative Wallace Meller 
Co., Ltd., has kept in close touch with 
developments since the Spanish gov- 
ernment decided its monopoly on June 
19, 1927, the expropriated companies 
are expecting a settlement of their 
claims in the near future, but they 
realize they will be forced to accept 
repayment at a figure far below their 
own valuation. 

Another American company, formerly 
not considered a great factor in the 
European trade, and the Soviet govern- 
ment are now supplying Spain with 
oil under the monopoly. §6o rapidly 
did the De Rivera government turn 
out the oll companies in the country 
and set up the monopoly that even 
those in the industry have had diffi- 
culty keeping up with developments. 

In Paris, where the oll men are con- 
siderable aggrieved, the opinion pre- 
vails that Spain will suffer by the 
change to the monopoly system 

“The Petroleum Export Association 
an American company," Mr. Massardy 
said, “got the contract to supply oil 
under the monopoly through its agent, 
who was in Madrid at the time of the 
change. Standard Oil of New Jersey 
and the French companies refused to 
agree to terms which wére necessary to

Justice Hatfield Finds Resort 
Management Failed to Aid 
Dry Law Enforcing. 


CLOSING FOR ONE YEAR — 
IS PENALTY IMPOSED 


Bench Not Impressed by Plea 
Only “Nice People” Are 
Patrons of Place. 


The Le Paradis cafe, one of the Capi- 
tal’s fashionable eating and dancing 


Places, yesterday was declared a nui- 
Sance in an opinion handed down by 
Justice Charles £. Hatfield in District 
Supreme Court ana “the Government 
attorneys were instucted to prepare 
an injunction which will padlock the 
premises for the period of one year, 

Justice Hatfieid 11 a 45-page type- 
wrtten opinion held that the conten- 
tion of the Government that “set-ups” 
had been served to patrons of the cafe 
and that the management had made 
no effort to cooperate with Govern- 
ment officials in the abatement of 
alleged violations of the prohibition 
law is proved itn the evidence presented 
at the hearing on the injunction pro- 
ceedings. 

The cafe probably will not be closed 
immediately as .t is expected that an 
appeal will be made by Crandall 
Mackey, attorney fr Howe Totten, 
owner of the building, and Attorneys 
Simon, Koenigsberger and Young, for 
Meyer Davis and the National Cafes, 
Inc., who operate Le Paradis. The 
order, it is understood, does not affect 
the roof garden or the Club Chanticler. 

The case was worked up for the Gov- 
ernment by Assistant District Attorney 
Harold W. Orcutt and Harry N. Douth- 
itt, then. secretary of the Citizens’ 
Service Association. There were four- 
teen prosecuting witnesses and num- 
erous defense witnesses. Prosecuting 
witnesses included threc policewomen, 
one policeman, five prohibition agents 
and Douthitt, who admitted he was a 
paid informer. 


Prominent Men Testified. 


Defense witnesses included several 
prominent citizeas and nearly all of the 
employes of the cafe 

Prosecuting witnesses testified that 
they visited the cafe on several occa- 
sions and that they saw much drink- 
ing and many bottles of what they be- 
lieved to be intoxicants on the tables 
and that the management served gin- 
ger ale and cracked ice for “set-ups.” 
Defense witnesses denied this and said 
that there was very little drinking and 
that this was done surreptitiously. 

In commenting on the claim of the 
management of the cafe that only “nice 
people” attended the cafe, the justice 
said: 

“Counsel argue that the people who 
frequent the Le Paradis are ‘nice peo- 
ple,” and that they would not indulge 
in the Common and vulgar manifesta- 
tions of intoxication as described by 
the Government witnesses and that the 
Management would not permit such 
conduct on the part of its guests. In 
reaching the conclusion that the guests 
have habitually brought intoxicating 

xr to the_cafe and used it there 
with the knowledge and aid of the 
management, it is not necessary to find 
that the cafe is frequented by any 
other than so-called nice people. 

“The term is relative. The observa- 
tion that many so-called ‘nice people’ 
drink intoxicating liquors for other 
than medicinal purposes, may not be 
inappropriate. The drinking of intoxi- 
cating liquors is not confined to any 
stratum of society. ‘Nice people’ some- 
times become intoxicated and when 
they do, some indulge in conduct un- 
becoming their status in society.” 


Warning Was Ignored. 


In summing up his opinion, Justice 
Hatfleld said: 

“The defendants were notified in 
writing by the prohibition administra- 
tor that the law was being violated_in 
the Le Paradis Cafe; they were warned 
of the consequences if the unlawful 
acts were permitted to continue. The 
defendants made no effort whatever to 
cooperate with the Government of- 
ficials for the purpose of abating the 
nuisance. Thereupon the bill of com- 
plaint was filed and a temporary writ 
of injunction was issued by this court 
restraining the defendants ‘from con- 
ducting or permitting the continuance’ 
of the ‘nuisance until the conclusion of 
the trial.’ 

“The evidence . conclusively shows 
that neither the written notice from 
‘the prohibition administrator, nor the 

ing of the bill of complaint, made any 
impression on the defendants. Fur- 
thermore, the temporary writ of injunc- 
ti issued by this court was treated 
by ‘them with contempt. It is ob- 
vious, therefore, that in order to abate 
the nuisance, the premises must be 
closed. Accordingly, an injunction will 
issue enjoining the occupancy or use of 
the premises described in the bill of 
complaint for a period of one year from 
and after the entry of the decree and 
judgment of the court. Counsel for 
the Government will prepare a decree 
in accordance with this opinion. It is 
so ordered.”

O’Connor Goolrick, waived examina- 
tion, and the case will be presented to 
the grand jury in September. 

The warrant under which Thornhill 
was arrested charges felonious and 
malicious killing of Cook. An earlier 
warrant issued but not served, charged 
reckless driving and driving while 
drunk. 

If there is any evidence to support 
the drinking charge, the officials have 
kept it hidden. Commonwealth’s At- 
torney Billingsly, of King George, who 
searched the car after the accident 
said today that he found no liquor, 
and two physicians here said that 
Thornhill showed no signs of intox!i- 
cation. 

The tragedy occurred as Thornhill, 
who was driving, Cook and Charles 
W. Moore, were returning to Washing- 
ton from Colonial Beach. 

Cook died the following morning and 
Moore is still at the hospital, but will 
recover. Funeral services for Cook 
were held this afternoon at Bright- 
wood, in Madison County, his former 
home. No inquest was held, and the 
case will now rest until September.
